I think it makes us fully educated on 
matters other than science, which includes a scientific formalism in it. It 
is logic with a poem or matheme and poem, in the direction of what is 
experiential, real to senses, or poetic things.

happiness of a good healthcare process which develops if I abstract the 
small harm as solved “psychologically” or even concretely because it is 
healing activity like a reduction ‘ this I call doctoring, just happy lights.
